FEDERAL QUESTIONS 


The U. S. Supreme Court re- 
views state convictions only 
where they concern federal 
questions. 

A convict 
would raise a 
federal ques- 
tion if he 
claims that 
his trial de- 
nied him his 
constitutional 
rights.

Without your right to a fair 
trial (due process), your other 
rights could lapse.

1. No court, can convict a 
person on a forced confession, 
because it.cannot be admitted 
into evidence. 








2. No court.can tolerate long 
detentions and psychologically 
forced confessions.
